The town of Griffith 
celebrates its centennial anniversary this year, 
and many things have changed since 1904 when the 
unofficial name of Griffith was Dwiggin’s Junction. 
Although that might have been a better name, since 
Griffith is notorious for its seven railroad tracks and 
the area was founded by the Dwiggins brothers, 
Griffith was named after a railroad surveyor who 
worked in the area . In fact, if a student is running late 
for football practice or a tennis match, those lights will 
start flashing and they will hear that bell ring. 
Numerous tracks were built in the same spot to 
generate a direct line to Chicago before trucks and 
highways were a way of travel. Griffith High School, 
which originated as Franklin High School, was moved 
to its current location in 1967 and then renovated in 
2001. Although most students think that there is nothing 
to do in Griffith, there is a bowl arena, numerous fast 
food locations, downtown shops, a bike trail, and most 
popular of all just hanging out at a friends house. Even 
though many things have changed in Griffith, many 
have stayed the same.
